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(54) PORTABLE TELEPHONE WITH PROJECTION DEVICE 



(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To view received mail on a 
large screen and to display an internet site, a moving 
image, a television broadcast, etc, since conventional 
technology requires frequent scrolling, when the received 
mail is viewed and is unable to display the internet side, 
moving image, and teloAdsion program because of the 
configuration of the display screen. 
SOLUTION: For the purpose, this portable telephone 
has a projection device (projector, etc.), attached. Thus, 
the projection device is added to enable projection of the 
received mail, the internet site, and the moving image 
and television broadcast distributed from the internet 
site.

[Claim l] The cellular phone characterized by being attached in projection equipment (following 
projection equipments, such as a projector), and a pointer and a click carbon button. 
[Claim 2] The cellular phone according to claim 1 characterized by enabling projection of 
television broadcasting at the animation pan rationed from the mail received by attaching 
projection equipment, the Internet site, and the Internet site. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to having been attached to the cellular phone in 

projectioii equipment. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As for the conventional cellular phone, projection equipment is not 
attached like drawing 4 , and the liquid crystal screen 7 which attaches the display screen to the 
front face of the body 1 of a cellular phone is the display screen on parenchyma. The liquid 
crystal screen 7 is smaller than the body 1 of a cellular phone on the gestalt. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] According to the conventional technique, it was 
impossible on the gestalt of a screen to have needed frequent scrolling also for seeing the mail 
which received a message, and to have displayed the Internet site, an animation, and television 
broadcasting. Then, this invention makes it a technical problem to enable the display of the 
Internet site, an animation, television broadcasting, etc. while making it possible to see the mail 
which received a message on a larger screen than the body of a cellular phone. 
[0004] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above technical problem, invention of claim 

1 is a cellular phone characterized by being attached in projection equipment (following 

projection equipments, such as a projector), and a pointer and a chck carbon button. 

[0005] Moreover, invention of claim 2 is a cellular phone according to claim 1 characterized by 

enabling projection of television broadcasting at the animation pan rationed from the mail 

received by attaching projection equipment, the Internet site, and the Internet site.

[Embodiment of the Invention] One operation gestalt of this invention is shown in drawing 1 . 
The body 1 of a cellular phone is the cellular phone of the configuration currently generally used, 
and projection equipment 2 is formed in the up side face of this body 1. Projection equipment 2 is 
built into the cellular phone by one apparatus, and the projection equipment lens part 9 can 
check it from the outside in fact. The body 1 of a cellular phone is further equipped with the 
pointer 3 and the chck carbon button 4 for operating the Internet screen. 

[0007] One operation gestalt of this invention is shown in drawing 2 . The body 1 of a cellular 
phone is the cellular phone of the configuration currently generally used, and projection 
equipment 2 is equipped through the cable 5 extended from the up side face of this body 1. 
Furthermore, the pointer 3 and the click carbon button 4 for operating the Internet screen are 
equipped. 

[0008] One operation gestalt of this invention is shown in drawing 3 . The body 1 of a cellular 
phone is the cellular phone of the configuration currently generally used, and projection 
eqidpment 2 is equipped through the wireless sender 6 and receiving set 7 attached to this body 
1. Furthermore, the pointer 3 and the chck carbon button 4 for operating the Internet screen are 
equipped. 
[0009] 

[Efiectiveness of an operation gestalt] According to this operation gestalt, it is possible to project 
at a displayed object in the magnitude for which the information received by the cellular phone is 
needed promptly. 
[0010] 

[Other operation gestalten] With the operation gestalt of drawing 1 , that the projection 
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equipment lens part 9 is equipped may form projection equipment in what kind of other side 
faces, although it was an up side face. Moreover, if migration and a chck of the pointer on the 
function, i.e., a screen, needed are possible for the configurations of a pointer 3 and the chck 
carbon button 4, they are arbitrary. The 8 direction carbon button was used as the pointer 3 in 
this drawing 1 . 

[00 11] With the operation gestalt of drawing 2 , although the cable 5 is extended fi:om the up side 
face, it may be extended from what kind of other side faces. A cable 5 is removed, is contained or 
is stored in a body 1 with projection equipment 2. Moreover, if migration and a click of the 
pointer on the function, i.e., a screen, needed are possible for the configurations of a pointer 3 
and the click carbon button 4, they are arbitrary. The 8 direction carbon button was used as the 
pointer 3 in this drawing 2 . 

[0012] With the operation gestalt of drawing 3 , although the wireless sender 6 is attached to the 
up side face, it may be attached to what kind of other fields. The wireless sender 6 is removed, is 
contained, or is stored in a body 1 with projection equipment 2 and the wireless receiving set 7. 
Moreover, if migration and a click of the pointer on the function, i.e., a screen, needed are 
possible for the configurations of a pointer 3 and the chck carbon button 4, they are arbitrary. 
The 8 direction carbon button was used as the pointer 3 in this drawing 3 . 
[0013] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, while making it possible to see the mail received 
with the cellular phone on the screen of sufficient magnitude, according to this invention, it 
becomes possible to display the Internet site, an animation, television broadcasting, etc.
